deaths in 19i:i was 82, aa Bfrainst 
8« in 1012. Of tihese a.t were from 
preventable diaeaacs, and with prop 
er car* eooM liavo'boen treated in 
the OM^ atefBB and thus saved 
that aaaBy live*. Tubcrculnsia wa!> 
rcsponsiJile for only nine, as iijrninst 
fllteen for the the previous year, n 
wondOTfiri gnia. if it is permanent. 
Meaoles claimed Ave, whooping couRh 
three and typhoid fever two. There 
were live ileiiths by violence and 
three from cancer. 

There were 220 births in the county 
as againat 208 for- the prtffena year, 
and the oatioMted popalatioa of the 
county is (fiven lit (1.213. 

Of the H2 ileiiths occiirtne in the 
iiiity. LM were of infants under 
one y(ar, 11 were children between 
th c agen'of oao and fonr, and If teen 
were over, 65 yeara af age.

The -licks ot lohiicco sli.oiM he 
hiMiled lo the liiirn in a wii)ron fitted 
with a tobacco frame made so that 
each end of the etick will reat on a 
runner, and toboem hang down be- 
tween. 

stacking tobacco on n hay frame 
or slide bruises the lenvea and pra- 

^cIlts it curing properly. 

(Ireen tobacco .Mlionhl be hung in 
the harii with the sticks eiirht to ten 
inches apart, ^according to the sice of 
the t oW aoo.

Jefferson Tipton, a young white 

man, living on Miller's Creek in Es- 
till county, «i\s iissnnlted by four 
negroes near the C. & O. depot in 
Winchester Mlonday night, and se- 
verely injured. 

Tipton came to Winchester Mon- 
day afteriiodii with 11 piirlv of 
friends and wok going in the direc- 
tion of the dtP%t.lHbeD he was nc 
eoated b^ the aegro nan who eom- 
manded bha to atop and give np his 
money. He resisted the effort to rob 
him iin«l the nega'o struck him on 
the head with n club, knock- 
ing hia naeoaaeiona, and aeveral 
other blows indieted enta and bruises 
on his face. The netrro highwnynuin 
trade off with his suit case and hat. 
The mutter wiis reported to the police 
but no urrest has been made.
